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Primary 

registration 

deadline 

nears

Time is running out for residents not yet 
registered to vote in the May 20 Primary 
Election. 

Eligible voters have until Monday, April 
21 to register at the Grant County Clerk’s 
Office in downtown Williamstown in order 
to vote in the Primary. 

Mail-in voter registration applications 
must be postmarked by April 21. 

To be eligible to vote, a person must: 

• Be a U.S. citizen 

• Be a Kentucky resident for at least 28 
days before Election day 

• Be at least 18 years old by the date of 
the next general election 

• Not be a convicted felon, or if convicted 
of a felony offense, must have obtained a 
restoration of civil rights 

• Not have been adjudged “mentally 
incompetent” 

• Not claim the right to vote anywhere 
outside Kentucky. 

Minors who are 17 years old but will be 
18 years old on or before the General 
Election on Nov. 4 are eligible to register 
and vote in the upcoming Primary, however, 
they are not eligible to vote in special elec¬ 
tions until they are 18 years old. 

Voters who have 
recently moved also 
need to update their 
voter registration 
information by the 
April 21 deadline. 

Changes in party 
affiliation for the 2014 
Primary Election were 
due by Dec. 31, 2013. 

Voters who changed their party affiliation 
after that date are not eligible to vote in par¬ 
tisan races in the Primary, although they 
may vote on nonpartisan races on the May 
Primary ballot. 

Voters who changed their party affiliation 
after Dec. 31 may still vote for their candi¬ 
dates of choice in the November General 
Election. 

As of February 2014, there are 16,445 
registered voters in Grant County. 

Of those, 8,673 are registered as 
Democrats while 6,105 are registered 
Republicans. 

There are another 1,667 registered in 
“other” categories or parties.

What is the Gatton Academy? 

In the fall, approximately 290 Kentucky sophomores started the application 
process with 192 students qualifying for review. 

Applicants were evaluated based on ACT/SAT scores, high school grades, 
awards, extracurricular activities, responses to essay questions and letters of rec¬ 
ommendation. One hundred and ten candidates were invited to interview with 
community leaders from across Kentucky and Academy staff. 

The selected students scored an average composite of 30.4 on the ACT and 
30.1 on the mathematics portion of the exam. The highest possible score is a 36. 

The Gatton Academy is Kentucky’s only state-supported, residential program 
for high school students with interests in advanced science and math careers and 
one of only 15 such programs in the nation. 

In 2012 and 2013, Newsweek named the Gatton Academy the nation’s top 
public high school. The goal of the Gatton Academy is to enable Kentucky’s young 
scientists and mathematicians to learn in an environment that offers advanced 
educational opportunities, preparing them for leadership roles in Kentucky.

Josh Faulkner is used to 
working with families of 
sick patients. But in a matter 
of just days he went from a 
nurse to sitting by his 
teenage son’s bedside and 
hoping for a miracle. 

Faulkner, a Grant County 
native, lives in Pensacola, 
Fla. with his wife, Jessica, 
and four children. 

His 14-year-old son 
Trenton came home from 
school on Oct. 10 complain¬ 
ing of a severe stomach¬ 
ache, which lasted four 


days. 

Josh was pulling a long 
weekend shift at work and 
hadn’t seen his son, but got 
concerned when he received 
a text message from him on 
Monday saying that his eyes 
were yellow. 

“I knew something was 
wrong the minute I saw 
him,” Josh said. 

At the hospital, tests 
were performed, but nothing 
was evident. 

“I thought maybe he had 
a blocked bile duct, but the 
ultrasound didn’t show any¬ 
thing,” Josh said.

eryone, to hate child abuse and 
what it does to the child and 
later in life what it does to the 
adult. 

Regardless of when the abuse 
stops, wounds take years to heal, 
some never do. 

Not physical wounds, emo¬ 
tional and mental wounds. 

Those hurt the worst and take 
the longest to heal. 

People never know what a 
person has had to deal with as 
a child that makes them the way 
they are today. 

Yelling, screaming and throw¬ 
ing things are not the way to get 
things accomplished with any¬ 
body. 

Words hurt so much worse 
than a slap across the face. 

Fighting and screaming affect 
not only the parties involved but 
also the onlookers, which are of¬ 
ten times, children.

And that is the whole point 
of this column, to give people 
strength and faith to speak and 
not sit quietly. 

Don’t turn a blind eye. Don’t 
assume it’s not your responsibil¬ 
ity. It is your responsibility as a 
human being and as a member of 
society. 

Be an advocate for children. 
They are the future. 

You may feel helpless as a 
community. But we are not, not 
if we choose not to be.

late this year 

T he bramble patch is usually cleaned up by 
now but the cold winter has set us back 
with a few of our garden chores. It turns 
out that this may be a good thing after all: the 
University of Kentucky has sent out a “blackberry 
alert” urging gardeners to hold off on pruning 
blackberry and raspberry until new shoots begin 
to emerge. They are expecting more than usual 
die back due to our cold winter season. 

Most brambles are biennial which means they 
fruit on second-year growth. Blackberries are 
easy to deal with, just remove the arching canes 
that fruited last year and trim up and trellis the 
remaining new growth from last summer after 
you see the cane push new growth. These canes 
will bear this summer’s fruit and these are the 
canes that we might see some damage on 
according to the University of Kentucky. 

Biennial raspberries are trickier. Most black 
and purple raspberry varieties are biennial so 
they flower and produce fruit on developing 
canes that are in their second year of growth. To 
maintain biennial raspberries your pruning 
technique will vary a bit from that used on 
blackberries and other ever-bearing varieties of 
raspberries (I’ll get to that 
shortly). During the first 
year, the canes that are not 
producing fruit should have 
the tips pruned out when 
they reach about 3 feet in 
height. These canes will 
produce fruit the following 
year and by pruning the tips 
more lateral, fruit bearing 
shoots will form along the 
cane. Canes without lateral 
shoots can be cut to about 
two and a half feet to 
encourage more branching. 

Variety of 
raspberries 

In the second year of a 
biennial raspberry’s life, after the fruit is 
harvested, the 2-year-old cane will die back. Go 
ahead and prune these canes to ground level after 
harvest is complete. At the end of the summer 
thin the remaining canes, saving about five of the 
healthiest per plant. Prune the lateral shoots of 
these canes to about eight to 10 inches in length. 

Red raspberries are treated a little differently: 
red raspberries are ever-bearing and produce two 
crops of fruit in a year, one in mid-summer and a 
second in fall. Red ever-bearing raspberries 
typically have erect-growing canes that help to 
distinguish them from the black and purple 
cousins, which have arching canes. Most people 
grow the ever-bearing types. 

To maintain two crops from an ever-bearing 
raspberry you want to remove the spent canes 
from the early summer harvest after the harvest 
is complete. This allows all of the plant’s energy 
to focus on producing the second round of 
growth and fruit for the fall. In fall, after the 
second harvest, thin the remaining canes that 
fruited, leaving about five of the healthiest canes 
for the next season. 

Some growers sacrifice the summer harvest of 
red raspberries so they will have a bumper crop 
in the fall. If you choose to go this route you 
only need to prune once. Cut (or mow) the entire 
plant down to ground now. We take this approach 
because it helps to control the spread of disease. 

Brambles are rather susceptible to fungal and 
viral diseases so proper pruning is important. It 
keeps the plants productive, yes, but it also 
allows for better air circulation and light 
penetration; and it removes diseased canes on a 
regular basis. This is why we grow ever-bearing 
varieties and cut them all down in the fall of the 
year. We don’t have an early crop of berries but 
we have less disease pressure.

GRACE NOTES 

When Jesus shows up 

W hen it comes to serving at my church, I have 
two jobs. 

As I’ve mentioned before, I’m a com¬ 
munion server. I’m also emcee for the monthly senior 
ministry events, dinners and such. With a microphone 
in hand I quiet them down, tell a few senior-related 
jokes, dismiss the people at the tables to go get their 
food and introduce featured guests. 

Sometimes I refill cups of iced tea or clear plates 
away. 

Basically, I just show up and try not to mess things 
up so badly that God can’t fix it. 

A few weeks ago we had our first seniors’ event of 
the 2013-14 season, an Italian dinner. I told the story of 
82-year-old Morris who went to his doctor for a physi¬ 
cal. A week or so later the doctor sees Morris walking 
through town with his arm around a gorgeous young 
woman. 

“Looking good there Morris,” the doctor says. 
“Just taking your advice, Doc,” Morris tells him. 
“You said, ‘Get a hot mama and be cheerful.’” 

“That’s not what I said,” the doctor replies. “I said 
you’ve got a heart murmur and to be careful!” 

That’s funny when you’re 65,70 or 80. 

The room was packed with people, many of whom 
I’ve known, at least by sight, for 20-plus years. A few 
have lost their spouses, which is sad. 

On the one hand, they’re getting out and socializ¬ 
ing. On the other hand, they’re now alone, but not re¬ 
ally because when two or more gather in Jesus’ name, 
especially in his house, Jesus shows up and joins in the 
activities and the table conversations. 

Usually at these senior events I, too, join in the con¬ 
versation. However, on that particular evening I felt 
like watching, taking mental note of the goings on. I 

noted a lot of laugh¬ 
ter, a lot of good-na¬ 
tured teasing of one 
another. You have to 
love someone and feel 
loved to be able to 
give and take teasing. 

The featured pro¬ 
gram of the evening 
was a five-part har¬ 
mony group, five 
men who sang gospel 
songs. 

As they sang, I 
watched how people 
listened. There was 
some toe-tapping and 
moving of feet, some 
head nodding, some 
smiling. I felt re¬ 
moved from it all and 
quite clinical, as if I should be wearing a white lab coat 
and holding a clip board, checking off boxes. 

And then Jesus showed up, not that he hadn’t been 
there all along — I just hadn’t realized he had shown 
up for me. 

The singing group, the Journeymen, began singing 
“Jesus Loves Me.” 

At first, my jaded, “too cool for school” attitude 
got the best (or maybe the worst) of me and I silently 
snickered. 

Really? “Jesus Loves Me”? 

“Yes,” the men sang. “Yes, Jesus loves me.” 

“Little ones to him belong.” (Hmmm. I’m little, I 
thought.) 

“They are weak” (That’s me) “but he is strong” 
(Yeah, but is he strong enough to break through my 
hard heart?) 

“Yes, Jesus loves me.” (I hear you, but how can that 
be when I don’t love him like I should?) 

As they sang, line by line, it was as if Jesus himself 
slipped into the seat next to me, leaned over and whis¬ 
pered, “This one’s for you.” 

I felt my frosty heart warm just a bit. I’m a tough 
cookie and I keep people — and Jesus — at arm’s 
length for the most part, but every once in a while Je¬ 
sus shows up and I have a moment. 

And then the song and the moment ended, but not 
really because I’m still thinking about it. 

When Jesus shows up, he brings grace and mercy 
with him. He breaks through your strongest defens¬ 
es and touches the parts of you deep inside that you 
hadn’t even known had been damaged. 

When Jesus shows up, without a word, except for 
maybe the words of a simple children’s song, he lets 
you know that he hears your prayers, even the ones 
you dare not pray lest you be disappointed. 

When Jesus shows up and you have a moment, 
even when the moment ends, it never really ends 
because you carry it with you so whenever you start 
thinking you’ll never be as faithful as you want to be, 
that’s when you remember “Yes, Jesus loves me,” and 
ultimately everything will be OK.

Demons break losing streak

Fueled by a Jordyn 
Barnes grand slam, the 
Williamstown Demons’ 
baseball team broke out 
of its slump in a major 
way with a 17-6 win over 
Eminence in first round ac¬ 
tion of the Kentucky All A 
Classic. 

Williamstown, which 
entered the game winless 
on the season, scored 10 
runs in the second inning 
and never looked back 
on the way to the victory, 
which was the first for 
the program in nearly 12 
months. 

The 17 runs scored was 
the most for the Demons 
since April 8, 2010, a span 
of five seasons. 

The key to the win was 
hitting with the Demons 
pounding out 19 hits in the 
game after having just 23 
hits in their first 10 games 
combined. 

The bottom of the Wil¬ 
liamstown lineup, the 7-8- 
9 hitters, more than did 


their share with eight hits 
and 10 RBIs. 

“When we hit the ball 
we can score runs and it 
was evident in this game,” 
said Williamstown Coach 
A.J. Mason. “We needed a 
game like this to break out.

Barnes, a senior, led 


the way for the Demons, 
going 3-for-3 with 5 RBIs, 
including the grand slam, 
which he hit over the left 
field fence in the second 
inning. 

Mason said with it be¬ 
ing a tournament game, 
he is not surprised Barnes 
came up big for the De¬ 
mons. 

“Jordyn has always 
been a tournament-time 
hitter, and it’s evident in 
this game,” said Mason. 
“Jordyn came up real big 
for us.” 

Austin Jones also had a 
big game for the winners 
with three hits in three at 
bats to go with three RBIs. 

Jimmy Fryman went 
4-for-4 with a RBI and 
three runs scored. 

Freshman Jacob Scrog¬ 
gins went 2-for-4 with a 
pair of RBIs. 

Senior Drew Harris 
collected three hits in four 
plate appearances, scoring 
two runs and knocking in 
another for the Demons, 
while teammate Corey 
Fryman went 3-for-3 with 


three runs scored and two 
RBIs. 

Tony Campbell, a ju¬ 
nior, contributed one hit 
and scored one run, while 
Derek Cummins added a 
RBI. 

Cummins started on 
the mound for the De¬ 
mons and struck out seven 
in five innings of work 
before Thompson came 
on in relief and struck out 
three in one inning on the 
hill. 

By winning against 
Eminence, Williamstown 
earned a spot in the All 
A Classic Region 8 Final 
Four, where it met Carroll 
Co.

When Elijah Workman 
was 6 years old, he went 
coon hunting for the first 
time. 

Workman, a 9-year-old, 
fourth grade Sherman 
Elementary student, has 
seen trophies and heard 
stories of his father’s many 
coon-hunting experiences 
his entire life, but when his 
dad, Daryl, borrowed a 
friend’s coon dog, Purdy 
and took Elijah hunting, 
Elijah was hooked. 

“One night I asked if I 
could try coon-hunting and 
Dad took me and it blew 
my mind,” Workman said. 

Hunting for fun, turned 
into hunting for trophies 
and prize money. 

Elijah competed in the 
PKC Kentucky State 
Championship held at 
Lloyd’s Wildlife in 
Crittenden recently. He 
competed against nine 
other hunters in this com¬ 
petition. 

Workman placed first 
place overall and won $125 
and is now is qualified to 
go to the World 
Championship in Salem, 
Ill. in October. 

In order to compete, a 
hunter’s dog must be regis¬ 
tered through an organiza¬ 
tion. 

The competition is 
based on how the dog per¬ 
forms, how the handler 
calls the dog and the han¬ 
dler’s ability to tell the 
judges what they are doing. 
The judges then score 
accordingly. 

Coon dogs travel, track¬ 
ing scents.

“You may walk a mile 
to go get the dog,” Daryl 
said. 

Despite his youth, Elijah 
has already advanced to 
going on hunts by himself. 

“He’s quite impressive 
for his age,” Daryl said. 

“When I first started I 
would go out with dad, but 
I got so good at handling 
the dogs now I can go out 
by myself,” Elijah said. 

Workman said there are 
many competitions in the 
state of Kentucky, includ¬ 
ing AKC (American 
Kennel Club), PKC 
(Professional Kennel Club) 
and UKC (United Kennel 
Club) but judging in each 


is similar, said Daryl. 

Hunters are judged as 
beginners, intermediate 
and advanced. 

The PKC is for 
advanced hunters and coon 
dogs. 

Workman began his 
coon-hunting career in 
UKC for experience. 

The first time Elijah and 
his older brother, Ethan, 
competed they won $4,000. 

The World 

Championship, depending 
on entries received, will 
bring $1,000 to $3,000 in 
scholarship money, as well 
as cash to the winner. 

“If he had a good time it 
would be worth it, it blew 


my mind when he told me 
he’d won. It surprised me, 
I was quite impressed,” 
Daryl said. 

Coon hunting for the 
Workman family takes up 
a lot of their free time 
because they spend time 
practicing by hunting the 
coon dogs on farms in mul¬ 
tiple counties. 

Workman said coon 
hunting takes a lot of dedi¬ 
cation and perseverance. 

“Summer time it’s not 
uncommon for Elijah to be 
in the woods with the dog 
five to six nights a week 
for at least two to three 
hours at a time,” Daryl 
said. 

Elijah also enjoys foot¬ 
ball, fishing and deer hunt¬ 
ing but mostly coon hunt¬ 
ing. 

“The funnest part is 
going out and making new 
friends with other people. 
The more people you meet, 
the more friends you 
make,” Workman said. 

“I can’t think of any¬ 
thing better than to see my 
sons follow in my foot¬ 
steps,” Daryl said. 

Workman said his son 
won a state championship 
before he did. 

“I don’t even know that 
they’ve followed in my 
footsteps, they’ve already 
surpassed mine,” Workman 
said 

Workman, who has six 
children total, said he’d 
like to get more children 
involved in sports like 
coon hunting so it keeps 
them out of trouble.

ORDINANCE NO. 782-2014 
AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF DRY RIDGE, 
GRANT COUNTY, KENTUCKY, AMENDING CITY 
OF DRY RIDGE ORDINANCE NO. 739-2008 
RELATING TO AND- CONCERNING THE 
LICENSING OF ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE AND 
DINING-FOOD SALES AT RESTAURANTS AND 
DINING FACILITIES. 

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Dry 
Ridge, Kentucky, did heretofore enacted City of Dry 
Ridge Ordinance No. 739-2008 pursuant to KRS Chapters 
242 and 243, allowing and licensing the local vending and 
on-site sale of limited alcoholic beverages with food 
within restaurants; 

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Dry 
Ridge, Kentucky, did enact City of Dry Ridge Ordinance 
No. 777-2013 pursuant to KRS Chapter 243 and under 
Senate Bill 13 (SB 13) amending the said Ordinance No. 
739-2008 to so designate the city’s local moist 70/30- 
beverage license to the type and category of a 
‘Combination NQ-2 Retail Drink License’; and 

WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Dry 
Ridge, Grant County, Kentucky has determined that 
beneficial business considerations concerning local 
licensing fees and renewals must be addressed and so 
dictates an amendment to City of Dry Ridge Ordinance 
No. 739-2008 at Section III thereof. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT HEREBY 
ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF DRY RIDGE, KENTUCKY, FOR AND ON 
BEHALF OF THE CITY OF DRY RIDGE, GRANT 
COUNTY, KENTUCKY, AS FOLLOWS: 

General Article 

That City of Dry Ridge Ordinance No. 739-2008 and 
City of Dry Ridge Ordinance No. 777-2013 regarding the 
local licensing and sale of alcoholic beverages within the 
City of Dry Ridge as heretofore enacted, be and the same 
is/are hereby duly reaffirmed, readopted, and re-ordained 
save as hereby and hereinafter amended. 

General Article Two 

Section III under Issuance and Renewal of Licenses as 
Subsection E. 

Renewal: is amended as follows: 

“SECTION III” 

“Issuance and Renewal of Licenses” 

B. Renewal: A license issued pursuant to this 
ordinance shall authorize the sale of alcoholic beverages 
for one year. The license may be renewed annually 
thereafter upon a showing of compliance with applicable 
regulations and the payment of a renewal fee of Eight 
Hundred Dollars for the initial or full licensing-year 
beginning on calendar-July 1, or at an amount and sum, 

greater or lesser, as may be determined or calculated by 

proration or adjustment, as the case may be. to reflect a 

changed licensing-period, or to match a requisite state 

licensing-term beginning other than on calendar-July 1. 

This ordinance shall become effective and be in full 
force and effect when the same is duly adopted, approved, 
ordained, ordered published, and published according to 
law.

I want 
to use mathematic skills 
to make a change some¬ 
where else.” 

Davis said he is most 
looking forward to living 
on a college campus and 
taking college classes, 
especially computational 
problem solving. 

He visited the campus 
during his interview and, 
despite the infamous hills, 
loved what he saw. 

“Down there, it’s a lot 
like here (at WHS,)” 
Davis said. “There is only 
60 kids per class and 120 
at one time in the dorm. 
It’s really small so it will 
be a close-knit communi¬ 
ty. There will be a lot of 
kids who I share a lot of 
the same interests. I think 
it will be a cool experi¬ 
ence where I get to meet 
different people from all 


over the state.” 

Davis joins graduate 
Courtney Vance as the 
only WHS student to be 
selected for the Gatton 
Academy. 

He will head to WKU 
on Aug. 17 for Adventure 
Week where he will learn 
about research opportuni¬ 
ties and other activities on 
campus. 

While he will not be 
walking the halls daily at 
WHS the next two years, 
Davis said he still will 
attend prom and walk the 
stage at graduation in 
2016. 

For Davis, there is no 
doubting the benefits the 
Gatton Academy will 
afford him. 

“You get two years of 
college done,” he said. 
“You don’t have to pay 
for it. I also think it will 
prepare me for the work¬ 
force. They have a lot of 
internship opportunities, 
research opportunities 
and study abroad. I think 
it will make that transition 
more seamless and make 
me more employable.”

Man charged with murder, 
wife indicted in Grant

High School, has been accepted to Gatton Academy 
and is hopeful to pursue a career in medicine and 
feels this jumpstart at Gatton will be a tremendous 
opportunity. 

Calhoun’s academic career in Grant County 
Schools has included a wide array of interests, hon¬ 
ors, and service, including participation on the 
(local) Superintendent’s student advisory group, the 
Northern Kentucky Youth Advisory Board, and is 
one of 11 students to sit on a state advisory board 
with the Commissioner of Education, Dr. Terry 
Holliday. He has earned third and fifth place respec¬ 
tively in the state geography and history bees and 
has regularly earned various titles and awards in 
Academic and Governors Cup competitions. 

Nolan is the son of Mike and Mandy Calhoun.

Joshua Hammond — one 
of three people accused of 
murdering a Frankfort man in 
May 2012 — and his wife 
have been indicted in Grant 
County for their alleged cover- 
up of the crime 

Commonwealth’s 
Attorney Larry Cleveland said 
Hammond, 33, and his wife, 
Louanna Hammond, are 
charged with tampering with 
physical evidence. 

Joshua Hammond, James 
Simons, 37, and David Bmce 
n, 46, allegedly planned to rob 
30-year-old Charles Monroe 
after buying prescription 
dmgs from him May 5, 2012 
in the Frankfort Walmart park¬ 
ing lot. 

They allegedly beat and 
strangled Monroe to death 
inside Hammond’s tmck. His 
body was found May 6,2012, 
dumped on the side of 
Interstate 64. 

A juiy heard just one day 


of testimony in Simons’ case 
last month before he pleaded 
guilty to first-degree man¬ 
slaughter, first-degree robbery, 
first-degree assault and tam¬ 
pering with physical evidence. 
Simons’ attorneys painted 
Hammond as the mastermind 
of the crime 

One of the witnesses in 
that trial, Travis Wright, testi¬ 
fied he saw Hammond and his 
wife cleaning out his tmck 
outside of Simons’ Grant 
County home the day after the 
murder. He said the two were 
using bleach and being very 
thorough. It was that testimo¬ 
ny that led to the latest charg¬ 
es, Cleveland said. 

Louanna Hammond will 
be arraigned in Grant County 
May 7, just two days after her 
husband is scheduled to stand 
trial in Franklin County on 
charges of murder, robbery, 
assault and tampering with 
physical evidence.

Trenton was moved to a 
larger hospital for more tests. 

“He just kept getting 
more tired and more yel¬ 
low,” Josh said. “He wasn’t 
in pain, but it was obvious he 
was sick.” 

A hematologist said the 
chances that Trenton would 
need a liver transplant were 
small, but he should be 
moved to a larger hospital 
with capabilities to perform 
a transplant if needed. 

Trenton was flown by 
helicopter to Children’s 
Hospital of Atlanta 
Eggleston where he was 
admitted to the transplant 
unit. 

“He was so excited about 
flying because he’d never 
flown before,” Josh said. 
“He kept taking photos with 
his phone, but he looked like 
Sponge Bob. He was just 
lethargic and not himself. It 
hit me that it’s going to be 
bad if things don’t change.” 

Josh said he was over¬ 
whelmed with feelings as his 
son fell asleep on the flight. 

“I just kept thinking that 
this might be the last big 
moment of his life and it was 
a helpless feeling seeing 
your son in that state and not 
being able to help him,” Josh 
said. 

Within a few days, the 
family was given the news 
that Trenton wasn’t getting 
better and he’d have to be 
placed on a liver transplant 
list. 

“Even though you are 
seeing it, you still can’t 


believe it,” Josh said. “They 
warned us that he’d get real¬ 
ly bad, really quick.” 

Josh made a decision to 
be tested to see if he could be 
a liver donor, but Trenton 
deteriorated too fast and had 
to have a transplant immedi¬ 
ately. 

The following day, the 
family received word that a 
donor liver had been located. 

“I remember feeling 
relieved because at this point 
you know his life depends 
on receiving this organ,” 
Josh said. “You also realize 
that someone died but they 
chose to do this.” 

The surgeiy was sched¬ 
uled for 8:30 p.m., but 
Trenton woke up delirious at 
7 p.m. because toxins had 
collected in his brain. 

“He was so swollen. He 
didn’t even look like Trenton 
anymore,” Josh said. “We 
kept telling him we loved 
him because we wanted that 
to be the last thing he heard.” 

Doctors feared the swell¬ 
ing was so severe they would 
not be able to perform the 
surgery, but a CT scan 
caused them to move for¬ 
ward. 

“The surgeon told us that 
time wasn’t on our side 
because our son was very, 
very sick. He said he didn’t 
feel good about the surgery, 
but he was willing to try,” 
Josh said. 

After a nearly six-hour 
surgery, the new liver was 
transplanted and starting to 
work. 

Five months later, 
Trenton is doing well. 


“We are very blessed,” 
Josh said. 

Trenton will have to take 
anti-rejection medication the 
rest of his life and with a 
transplanted liver having a 
life expectancy of 10 to 20 
years, he’ll face another liver 
transplant surgery at some 
point. 

The Faulkner family is 
close knit and that’s why 
they have teamed up with 
KODA (Kentucky Organ 
Donor Affiliates) for a bene¬ 
fit on April 26 at Turfway 
Park in Florence. Proceeds 
from the benefit will be set 
aside to help Trenton with 
transplant related expenses 
for the rest of his life. For

Josh graduated from 
Grant County High School 
in 1998 and joined the Navy 
after graduation. He was 
commissioned as a naval 
officer in 2012 and despite 
living in seven different 
places in 16 years, he con¬ 
siders Grant County home. 

“It’s amazing to know 
that people love us and care 
so much,” he said. “We don’t 
have to live there to have 
people that know us and 
care.” 

Josh has been an organ 
donor since he could drive 
and after his son’s ordeal, he 
hopes others will take a few 
moments to become one. 

“You can never know 
how much of a decision to 
sign the back of your driv¬ 
er’s license is or what that 
means to another family,”
